6.—Convinced 
of the uselessness in hearing charges 
of fraud in the petitions relative to 
the referendum on the appropriation 
feature of toe ^tate capital bill passed 
b y Hie last legislature, Secretary of 
State Ben F. Harrison today dismiss­ 
ed the protest to the petitions 
kad been filed by Oklahomja City peo­ 
ple. The protestants .immediately serv­ 
a l notice of an appeal to the supnsne 
court. The case will there be tried as 
a new one, no evidence of any kind 
having yet been taken.

In (his action on 'the matter. Secre­ 
tary Harrison was firm in the belief 
<bat toe evidence sought to be offer­ 
ed would not serve the purpose for 
which it was intended, because in his 
mew of the late supreme court opin­ 
ion the very things alleged ta be 
wrong wito the petitions and which 
was claimed would invalidate them 
were of such insignificance that the 
court in its opinion did not consider 
them, and for that reason the secre­ 
tary took the view that they were 
unimportant. 
Speaking for the protestants, Attar 
ney W. A. Ledbetter .declared that 
fraud from beginning ta end** would 
be shown in the preparation of the 
petitions. He stated Shat many peti­ 
tions wuold be shown in the prepara­ 
tion of the petitions. He stated that 
Petitions would be shown Where 
the names bad been written by the 
some person, where the names of per­ 
sons appeared from one county where 
tkey were in reality residents of an­ 
other comity, and where the petition­ 
er’s name had been written by the cir­ 
culator of the P elio n .
